COMMENTS 


Cash 


Cash on deposit has been reconciled with certificate furnished 
by The Merrill Trust Company. All cash recorded as received 
was found to be promptly deposited. The total of all warrants 
issued has been reconciled with bank clearances. 


Tax Receivables 


The assessment of 1952 taxes has been proved and compared 
with the collector’s commitment. The list of outstanding taxes 
furnished by the tax collector is being verified by correspondence 
with a representative number of taxpayers. Outstanding taxes of 
prior years have been reconciled with ledger control. Copies of 
excise tax receipts numbered 8&4 to 475 inclusive; numbered 100676 
to 100700 inclusive; numbered 102451 to 102475 inclusive; 
numbered 107751 to 107775 inclusive; numbered 110176 to 110200 
inclusive; numbered 114826 to 114875 inclusive and numbered 
122461 to 122455 inclusive for 1951, and numbered 1 to 92 inclusive 
for 1952 have been added and the total found to be in agreement 
with receipts issued by the treasurer. | 


Tax Mortgage Liens 


New tax liens securing 1951 taxes have been examined; costs 
have been added to, and forms a part of, the reconciled ledger 
balance. The foreclosure of the 1950 liens merged a substantial 
part of the unpaid 1951 liens to the list of properties recorded as 
owned by the town, but such a listing in our report does not imply 
an opinion of property title. 


Accounts Receivable 


Accounts receivable have been determined from examination 
of departmental accounts and from unpaid balances of prior years. 
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Capital Reserve 


The security investments have been viewed and interest 
earnings were found added to the fund. The additions from town 
appropriation and earnings from time deposits were confirmed by 
bank certificate. 


Employee Funds 


The accrued employee funds this year includes social security 
withholdings. This liability to year end closing included cash 
withheld only and not the share of the town that accrued during 
January of 1953. 


Accounts Payable 


The principal item unpaid is for hospitalization costs. Other 
new accounts are minor in amount. 


Bonds Payable 


The schedule of bonds payable is based upon information 
furnished by The Merrill Trust Company, no part of this issue 
being mature and available for examination. The interest re- 
quirements for February 1, 1953 were found to be provided for. 


Continuing Balances 


Balances carried forward are for education and, in addition, 
the balance for Aid to Dependent Children because a substantial 
portion is obligated for the costs incurred for the period ending 
December 31, 1952 for which an invoice was not available at year 
end closing. A minor item carried forward is for other town poor 
which could not be charged as positively due from any other 
municipality pending further proof. The intent is not to carry 
forward any balances without adequate reason or known en- 
cumbrance. | 
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Trust Funds 


The security investments have been viewed directly with the 
single exception of one U. S. Savings Bond for which a reissue is 
pending. All amounts on time deposit have been verified by bank 
certificate. The cash on demand deposit has been reconciled and 
the component items determined in detail. During the year a 
modern system has been installed for accounting for the detail of 
individual trust funds, but it was not found completely in operation 
at year end closing. The cost of the materials is a proper charge 
to trust fund income but such a charge has not yet been made. It 
is not impossible that after opinion is rendered by a Judge of 
Probate that worthy poor fund income is available to reimburse 
the town for certain non-recurrent and actually worthy poor cases 
where substantial hospital costs have been paid from town funds.

The overdraft in the General Government Account can be 
traced to the installation cost of the traffic light and the cost of 
obtaining the bond issue. These two items will not re-occur this 
year. 


Most of the expenses in the sewer account were incurred in 
taking care of the water drainage on Warren Street and work on 
the sewer in front of the new garage. 


Two items can explain the overdraft in the Fire Department 
Account. The purchase of hose from The Blanchard Associates 
and the cost of calling the Belfast Fire Department for the ore at 
the Sprague Coal Company. 


We purchased a 750 gallon tank for the new fire truck instead 
of a 500 gallon tank as planned, thereby overdrawing that account 
by $200.00.

ROAD COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 


Bushes have been cut and burned on the old County Road, 
the Nickerson Road, the Greeley Road and the Smith Clements 
Road. 


The town road improvement money was used to resurface 
the Nickerson Road and a portion of the Merithew Road. The 
overdraft represents the cost of gravel. 


The Special Resolve money was spent on resurfacing a part 
of the Savery Road. 


Culverts have been purchased and installed on the Black 
Road, the Nickerson Road, the Kimball Road and the Clements 
Road. 


Extensive work was done on the Clements Road, and the 
Fowler Road repairing damage done by heavy rains of the pre- 
vious fall. 


The town streets which have not been tarred were heavily 
graveled during the summer. 


There is a balance in the Town Roads Account due largely 
to the fact that the cost of retarring the town streets was less 
than anticipated. 


The overdraft in the State Aid Construction Account was 
authorized at town meeting. 


The overdraft in Town Road Improvement represents the 
cost of gravel which is always borne by the town.

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The new High School has been built just in time to accom- 
modate the larger classes moving from the lower grades. In fact, 
if there had not been new construction, it would be necessary 
next year to place desks in the corridors of the old High School. 


The Harbor and Nichols Schools are no longer used for in- 
struction and pupils have been moved either to the Primary or 
Grammar building. On January 5, a Sub-Primary class was 
opened with an enrollment of 25, and a larger group is expected 
next fall. At present, there is an all-day class, but in September 
1953 Sub-Primary will have a half-day session. The teacher of 
this class will use the remainder of the day instructing pupils from 
other rooms—pupils who may be in need of special help. The 
addition of Sub-Primary should mean better progress in reading 
and there should be fewer cases of retardation. 


New building construction and the moving of elementary 
pupils to the Grammar School building has created more space 
and has very definitely improved the whole system. Searsport 
apparently has school housing adequate for many years to come. 
Crowded classrooms lead to poor educational results, to a break- 
down of discipline, and may be said to contribute to delinquency. 
A retarded student is an unhappy person and frustrations in 
school may cause bad conduct. Citizens and school officials of 
Searsport have acted wisely and promptly in supplying better 
educational opportunities for their children. w F 


I believe Mr. Greene will agree that the new building has 
much improved the morale and spirit of the High School group. 
Pleasant colors, more space, better library and laboratory facilities 
all have a salutary effect; an improved general tone in the entire 
student body. It is hoped that in the near future the Home 
Economics and Vocational Training Rooms will be finished and 
equipped. Then our High School will provide Secondary educa- 
tion equivalent to any Maine town of similar size.. 
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- IT wish to congratulate Mr. Greene on his many years of 
service to Searsport High School. His leadership explains in no 
small degree the high morale and high standards of Searsport 
High.: 


Salaries 


In September, 1952, elementary teachers were raised from 
$1800.00 toe $2000.00; and high school teachers were raised as 
follows: the Principal from $3100.00 to $3500.00, and classrooms 
were raised from $2000.00 to $2400.00. Considering teacher sal- 
aries .in other towns of like size and wealth, these raises were 
justified. New buildings and more spacious classrooms are hardly 
of any use unless they are administered by capable teachers and 
we cannot expect to keep good teachers unless salaries are ade- 
quate. Furthermore, we can no longer fix salaries on the basis of 
marital status or local residence. If such a policy were pursued, 
we would stand in danger of losing very capable teachers to 
nearby towns. 


- Finances 


A balanced budget in School Maintenance Accounts was 
made possible by the allotment at Special Town Meeting last fall. 
This sum provided funds for increased amounts for teacher salaries 
mentioned above. 


In requests for last year’s budget, the school committee and 
school officials did not allow fully for the cost of maintaining the 
new high school building. These expenses began last October 
when it became necessary to heat the building and later on to 
engage a fulltime janitor. 


For 1953-1954 school expenses, the committee is requesting 
the following amounts:

This is a large increase and calls for explanation. Even 
though the two one-rooms are no longer used, it will cost more for 
maintaining the old High School as a grade school. We have the 
expense of two more elementary teachers for a full year and all 
elementary teachers have been granted raises since last: year’s 
budget. Furthermore, it is necessary to employ a fulltime janitor 
for the Grammar Building; and we must pay more for conveyance. 
Mr. Brock makes an extra trip to transport Sub-Primary children, 
and next fall these children must be taken home after the half- 
day session. 


For the High School the explanation of greater costs is some- 
what the same as for elementary expense. Teacher salaries have 
been increased and it will be desirable to engage a janitor who 
will serve through the entire calendar year. During the summer 
‘vacation period, this janitor will be custodian of all the school 
buildings and will tend to ordinary repairs. 


The General Account includes money for a new lighting sys- 
tem in the Grammar building, for the continuing of Fluoride 
Treatments, and for new seats for the Sub-Primary room. 


The Town of Searsport has provided better educational op- 
portunities and facilities for its children and these improvements 
will cost more. Increased enrollments and general school costs is 
a problem which faces most every community; and the investment 
is the greatest and wisest we can make with our tax money—it iS 
a real investment for a better future. 


Repairs 


The water line from the main line to the Primary Building 
has been replaced with a copper pipe. The stairway in the 
Grammar Building has been repaired, ‘and a new light installed 
in the corridor. Ventilation fans have been placed in the toilet 
rooms of the Grammar Building. 
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Next year the committee hopes to install new lights in the 
Grammar Building as the present system is outmoded and not at 
all adequate for studying. The porch of the Primary Building 
needs repair and the cellar should be painted and brightened up. 

Playground equipment is needed for both elementary schools. 


Appreciation 


_ School officials and teachers join in thanking local groups and 
individuals for an active interest in schools. The Parent Teacher 
Association is considering a Hot Lunch Program for the children 
and this would be a great benefit to our boys and girls. 


I wish to thank the school committee and townspeople for 
their patience and kindness in my first year as superintendent.

Work on ‘‘The Windjammer”’ is progressing well under the 
direction of Mrs. McCaslin. 


The employment of Mrs. Rivers for the Seventh Grade Room 
relieves Mr. Pooler of a congested schedule and at the same time 
removes the necessity of having the 7th and 8th grades use the 
high school class rooms as study halls. It also provides the 7th 
grade with a full-time teacher resulting in a richer pier ae for 
them. 


Two of our graduates last June, John Thurau and Kenneth 
Martin are attending the Maine Maritime Academy. Arthur 
Curtis is in his first year at the College of Technology at the State 
University. Janet Hawley plans to enter the University of Maine 
next fall, as does Peter Perkins. Parker Clements has been ad- 
mitted to the Teachers’ College at Farmington. 
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A new metal filing case has been obtained and permanent 
record cards will be kept in it, making them more accessible and 
convenient to use.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


Another year of Public Health Nursing Service, with its ever 
expanding program, has been completed. Much of the success of 
the program can be credited to the efficient work of the local 
Health Committee of the Parent Teachers’ Association. 


Your town has been visited by the Public Health Nurse 36 
times this year and 152 home visits have been made. These visits 
include all the types of services the program offers. 


Under the Maternal and Child Health Program, 6 Child 
Health Conferences have been held. The total attendance of 
infant and pre-school children was 65. Physical examinations, 
immunizations against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, and 
smallpox were given by the local physician. The Health Committee 
assisted in the planning and conducting of these conferences. Ten 
visits were made to schools. Conferences have been held with the 
teachers who have referred problems, many of which have been 
followed through to a satisfactory solution. 


~The Department of Health and Welfare sponsored Clinics 
have been available to the community. 17 persons have attended 
the X-ray Clinic. The Fediatric, Crippled Children’s, Cardiac, 
Mental Hygiene and Cancer Control Clinics have all served your 
community. 

Your Public Health Nurse has enjoyed her work in Searsport 
and wishes to extend her thanks to the Town Officials, Physician, 
School Personnel and the Health Committee for their cooperation 
and assistance in carrying out the various activities. It is such 
cooperation and teamwork which insures a successful and worth- 
while community health program.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
SEARSPORT SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The mandate of the voters of Searsport to bring into existence 
a new High School was met in a cooperative, forward-looking, 
and business-like way by the trustees. 


It was decided, in the interests of economy and fairness, to 
employ a master builder, who in turn agreed to use all the local 
labor that was practicable, rather than let the work out by con- 
tract. Most every local man who applied for work was hired, and 
we wish our craftsmen and laborers to know that we felt they 
gave us excellent workmanship for value-received, and by their 
whole-hearted efforts enabled us to keep down our labor costs. 


We would like to call the attention of the citizens to the 
heating plant of our new school. At a greater first cost we installed 
a larger heating plant than is at present needed, but looking 
forward to the time when new rooms or a new gymnasium or 
auditorium might be added, the necessary heating capacity is 
available. Also, knowing that the equipment of a school room is 
subject to severe usage, we purchased the highest quality Irwin 
desks and seats. The floors are laid with beautiful asphalt tile. 
The building is insulated. 


Due to the liberality and unselfish desire to not make a profit, 
many of our local business firms sold us merchandise at their ocst. 
We especially thank the firm of Knox Brothers who cooperated 
with us in this way. We also wish to thank the C. H. Sprague & 
Sons Company, who thru their local representative, Mr. James 
Nickerson, gave us the free use of their bulldozer and driver 
whenever needed. This helped us materially in grading and land- 
scaping the grounds around the building. 
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A growing shortage of funds caused us to make a limited 
appeal to some of our local and summer residents whom we felt 
might be interested in making a financial donation toward the 
unfinished work.. We wish to thank the many who sent. fine 
contributions ranging from five dollars to one hundred dollars each. 


The testimony of our townspeople, since seeing the completed 
work as of this date, seems to justify the judgement and labor 
that the trustees have put into this project.

Searsport High School 
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MOSMAN MEMORIAL PARK ASSOCIATION 


The Mosman Memorial Fark dates from 1922 when Mrs. 
James B. Parse talked up a movement to raise money, by sub- 
scription, from the citizens of Searsport, for the purchase of 
Mosman’s Grove (including the baseball field) and make it avail- 
able as a recreational ground for all of the people of Searsport and 
to be dedicated as a Memorial to the Searsport men who served 
in the armed forces of the country during World War I. Interest 
was high and subscriptions came in readily and the ground was 
purchased from the estate of Howard Mosman. More than 160 
persons of Searsport made these original donations, ranging from 
one dollar to two-hundred fifty dollars each, thus making them 
all members of the Association. 


The cottage was repaired and water was made available in 
the summer. The flag pole was presented by W. R. Blodgett and 
worked down by Captain Nicholas Parse and the flag was pre- 
sented by Eben Gilkey of Bedford, Mass., a Searsport boy. 
Captain Albert Blanchard procured the boulder from Swan Lake, 
and W. F. Runnel had the Memorial plaque made and mounted 
on the boulder. Captain Albert Blanchard was the first president 
and Captain Joseph D. Sweetser the first treasurer of the Assn. 


The present officers are: president, Colonel M. M. Potter; 
vice-president, Mr. P. C. O’Donnell; clerk, Miss Rebecca M. Ross; 
treasurer, Mr. Joshua W. Curtis, Sr. 


The members of the board of trustees are: Colonel F. F. 
Black, chairman; Mrs. James B. Parse, Mr. Donald W. Vaughan, 
Vice-Admiral C. F. Bryant, Mr. Clement Whittier, and Mr. P. C. 
O’ Donnell. 


Repair and upkeep of the park is financed by annual sub- 
scriptions of public-minded citizens of Searsport and therefore, 
when major improvements are necessary, the town is asked to help. 
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At the last meeting of the Association the feeling was ex- 
pressed that the general public did not realize that the Park is 
maintained for their use. Any, and all, citizens of Searsport are 
authorized to use the Park for picnics, reunions, or any other 
gathering. It is only necessary to sign the book at the Searsport 
Drug Store and secure the key to the cottage. When use is 
finished, the cottage and grounds should be cleaned up and the 
key returned to the Drug Store. No fee is asked for the use of 
cottage and grounds. 


At the annual Town Meeting, in 1952, $2500.00 was voted 
to build a bulkhead on the waterfront of the Park to prevent 
further weather erosion. This project was completed last October. 
During the past two years a number of trees have been cut to 
permit the baseball diamond to be swung to the west, and last 
summer water was piped from the cottage to the edge of the base- 
ball diamond for drinking purposes and to assist’ in laying the dust. 


A project to remove the rocks in front of the Park grounds 
and prepare a community sandy bathing beach is now under way 
and we hope to have this beach in operation by the beginning of 
the coming summer. 


This year there will be some playground equipment in the 
Park for the use of the youngsters. 


The officers of the Association earnestly hope that all residents 
of Searsport will make more and more use of the Park and its 
facilities. KEEP YOUR PARK CLEAN.
